Dear Friend: 

I have delayed writing to you until I became a little clearer on 
what-to suggest for fall activities. 

The Far Eastern situation has made it necessary to re-fornulate 
some of our, plans. As you know, last soring the Emergency peace Campaign 
worked out plans whereby our fall cycle on economic adjustments essential 
to world peace would become a joint effort of the thirty-nine member organ¬ 
izations of the National peace Conference. That joint undertaking is called 
the Campaign for World Economic Cooperation. Clark Eichelberger is the 
Director and I am the Co-Director. 

I am still of the opinion that in the interests of bringing about 
world peace and consolidating the American peace movement, the Campaign for 
World Economic Cooperation should be vigorously uushed, I would urge you 
to do everything you possibly can to make it effective. 

On the other hand, the main task undertaken by the Emergency Peace 
Campaign, namely that of informing, organizing and making articulate the 
determination of the American people to keep from becoming drawn into a 
war in Europe or Asia, needs much more attention now than we had anticipated. 
As you know, the world situation today is more critical than at any time 
since 1914-13. It is necessary that be peace-minded people of this country 
should be better informed, more articulate, and more alert than ever. The 
enclosed pamphlet (Bulletin fl) sets forth and suggests some o± the things 
which yk>u should do about it. I hope that you will do everything you can 
to see to it that our Neutrality Lav/ is invoked and that the principle of 
non-cooperation with any war is adhered to. 

In my mind there is no essential conflict between the work of the Camr- 
paign for World Economic Cooperation and the work for invoking the Neutrality 
Law and non-participation in and non-cooperation with war in Europe or Asia. 
In fact, both of these principles need to be incorporated in American think¬ 
ing and foreign policy if we are to get rid of war and promote world peace. 

When it comes to a question of which idea you push at a particular 
time, or what emphasis to give, the answer depends upon the world situation.. 
The matter of neutrality is of the utmost importance and is immediate. It 
should not he neglected as long as the world is so unsettled. But this 
should not entirely exclude the basic long-time view of the Carnes ign for 
World Economic Cooperation. 

From time to time I will try to keep you ipformed on developments and 
suggest ways in which you might help, both with the program of the Campaign 
for World Economic Cooperation and the Emergency Peace Campaign. 

I hope you had a fine summer and are returning with renewed vigor 
and determination.

I have often thought of you in the last two or three months and have 
wondered how you were making out. As you can well imagine, the events 
in the far east have made it necessary for us to re-examine our EPC 
program. Enclosed are a pamphlet and letter which will help give you 
my thinking to date. I would be glad to get your reaction to them. 

Of course the National Peace Conference (that is, Walter and Clark) 
feel that I have played a dirty trick on them by approaching these 
units — our local contacts, committees, etc. However, I tell them 
that we would have played a dirty trick on those units if we had not 
approached them in regard to this issue. 

When do you come east? I would be glad to get your thinking on a 
number of problems which we have ahead of us. 

As far as the finances of the Emergency Peace Campaign go, we are much 
better off than we were the first of June. At that time we owed some 
$58,000.00. How we have our indebtedness down to someplace between 
$30,000.00 and $35,000.00 with pledges of about $30,000.00, of which we 
figure we can collect some place around $20,000.00. In addition, we 
have the necessity for keeping the youth work going this fall and doing 
something on neutrality. However, it is not an impossible situation, 
although it will be difficult. If you have any real inspirations along 
that line, or if there is anyone whom you feel you can see, don't let me 
interfere with your doing it. You can talk about the student work and 
our work on neutrality, ^t is my thought that we would not go into 
regional office set-ups this fall but that we would use our money to 
stimulate the organizations which we have already created.

My dear Kirby: 

Thank you for your letter of September 20th. Indeed I do know 
that you are highly sympathetic with the consumers 1 cooperative,movement, 
and that you look upon it as an essential part of the new social order. 

It seems to me, however, Kirby, that the question whether it is 
as important as an organized labor movement or as a political party com¬ 
mitted to socialization is altogether a question of point of view with 
regard to the time element. When economics and political systems are 
shaking and crashing there is no question but what the organized political 
and labor groups will be more important than the quietly functioning 
consumers* movement. But — and this is the important point — the success 
of a revolution in establishing a new social order is in direct proportion 
to the extent to which the basic economic and political and thought patterns 
have been constructed quietly within the old systems prior to the revolution. 
If any generalization can be drawn from history at all, I stake all my 
reputation as a student of history on that generalization. 

Mr. J. W. Cummins, the new editor of our paper. The Cooperative 
Consumer, who has been for a dozen years in the information service and at 
the editorial desk for farmers cooperative organizations, just remarked a 
few moments ago that ”We are a nation of economic morons.” I agree. 
Furthermore, it is my opinion that this moron rate is as high in the middle 
class, if not higher, than in other classes, and further that as the middle 
class goes toward fascism or toward the cooperative commonwealth, so goes 
the nation. 

A good many socialists assume that what happens to middle class 
cooperators is that they get a defense against any more sooial thinking. 

My experience and observation is directly to the contrary. The cooperative 
movement is teaching social-mindedness to the people^ in whose hands lies 
the destiny of our nation.

This letter is going to all persons named on four 
Emergency Peace Campaign lists which I find in ray files: (1) "Speakers 
. . . April 20 to May 20, 19365" (2) "National Sponsors. . . April 14, 

19365" (3) "Southern Sponsors . . . April 14, 1936," (4) "Sponsors 
." whose pictures appear in the Handbook of the "No Foreign War 
Crusade" inaugurated April 6, 1937. Excluding duplicates, there are 
301 names in all. 

The purpose is to obtain a poll of the opinion of 
Emergency Peace Campaign speakers and sponsors toward the isolationiot 
recipe for avoiding war which the group in control of the Philadelphia 
office has advocated and continues to advoca.te. The 1936 lists arc 
included deliberately, for many who were asked to support the EPC ^nd 
who cooperated willingly may have since withdrawn in disgust at the 
isolationism of propaganda from Philadelphia. 

My doubts as to whether the central office literature really 
represented the opinion of the speakers and sponsors were first raised 
on speaking trips which I made for the Campaign in lows., Minnesota, and 
Wisconsin. I made it a practice to ask other speakers on the same 
programs whether they favored the strict mandatory neutrality then being 
urged from Philadelphia. It so happens that I failed to meet a single 
speaker for the EPC*on these tours who favored that part of its program. 
No doubt there were and are some. But perhaps the group at Philadelphia 
has injected into the whole Emergency Peace Campaign an emphasis on 
short-sighted isolationism which does not represent the considered views 
of the speakers and sponsors. If so, that would be unfortunate, since 
the names of those who have cooperated with the EPC have been used 
freely in giving its propaganda weight vd.th the public. 

Would you help to settle the point by filling out and 
returning the enclosed postcard? If you care to enclose the postcard 
in a letter amplifying your views that also would be helpful. 

This letter is sent entirely on the responsibility and at 
the expense of the undersigned.

Dear Dr. Page: 

I heard your lectures before the Students' Association 
at Ann Arbor. I am profoundly disturbed about their 
tenor, and want to take tbe liberty of writing you about 
it frankly. Whether you intended it or not, this is the 
impression that your evening lecture on the world situation 
made on me: 

It seemed to me that you branded the liberal democratic 
countries of the world—-Great Britain, the United States 
of America, and France, as robbers, and that you'charact¬ 
erized the Fascist countries—Japan, Germany and Italy, 
as the innocent, abused and maligned victims of those 



robbers. 

Now, whatever may be said of the imperial histories of 
Great Britain, France, and the United States, I wonder 
if it is fair to represent those countries whose govern¬ 
ments are directly responsible to Parliament and people, 
as robbers, and to describe the irresponsible dictatorial 
governments of the Fascist countries as martyrs. 

I believe that this is a distortion of the situation, and 
that young people are not enlightened on the world situation 
by this heroizing of the Fascists. 

You quoted the words of that monstrous propagandist, Adolph 
Hitler, with such obvious relish and assenit that it fright¬ 
ened me* I was bewildered by this picture of the Christian, 
the liberal, the socialist, standing before young people and 
justifying the most brutal dictator of all time, the defamer 
of the Jewish people, the destroyer of the Christian church, 
the man who ordered the busing of every book on world peace, 
the man who crushes every agency or institution of EltiBnali 
within his country. 


You advised against any help to be given to the brave 
defenders of Madrid, to the Chinese fighting in defense of 
their soil at Shanghai, or to the Ethiopian^,on the argument

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that these Fasoist and militarist nations were so alto¬ 
gether right that it was useless to try to stop them— 
they are bound to win* 

Granting that it is necessary to open up international 
trade in order the better to distribute the products of 
the earth, it does notfdllCwthat they who have adopted 
criminal inhuman measures in their demand for a greater 
share are to be justified and vindicated. 

If it was raw materials for industry that these countries 
wanted, they would not have had to murder Jews or Chinese 
to get them. 

Fascism means a desire for national supremacy, it means a 
desire on the part of Germany, Italy and Japan not to share 
with Great Britain and France and America, but to establish 
supremacy over them. 

If there is sharing to be done, is it not more likely that 
democratic countries whose governments are responsible to the 
people will share, than the irresponsible Fascists whose 
cause you champion, and whose victims you would abandon? 

I say all this, realizing that the Dr. Kirby Page, many of 
whose books I have read, many of whose pamphlets* in col¬ 
laboration with Eddy and Mebiiir have inspired me, did hot 
mean to make this impression-——but that you made it, there 
can be no doubt. 

If you do not want to appear as one who regards Hitler*s words 
as truth, and the words of the democratic statesman as false¬ 
hood, the democratic countries as selfish hogs, and the Fascists 
as champions of justice and righteousness, then you must revise 
your presentation, for your Ann Arbor lecture gave precisely 
that impression. 

Please belfeve that I write this in all sincerity, and in the 
belief that you would consider a frank reaction to your address 
as a valuable datum.

My dear Kirby: 

I have done the best I could on proofs for the book, rushed as I 
have been with other work. I have had to add or subtract a line here and 
there to make the pages even. The most glaring defect was suggested in 
conversation with Pat. We leave almost no place for a Christian business 
man or employer. Not one in a thousand will actually enter the labor move¬ 
ment as a labor leader. I have added a brief note at the end of the first 
chapter about the need of men as employers in solving this problem. 

Beebe hopes the book will be off the press about the end of the 
first week in December. Do you know a key man of the Northern Methodist, 
Southern Methodist, and other denominational conferences for young people, 
who could see that the book is announced and placed on sale at the Christ¬ 
mas or December youth conferences? 

Pat does not feel able to consider our call to join us in our work, 
but feels that he must continue where he is. 

As I leave for a long trip in the middle west, my chief concern is 
for Barbara’s health. Most of the work in the office falls upon her. You 
and Bay and I are able to do very little. I fear there will be a flood of 
applicants for both Seminars. Henry Luce of TIMS is taking a special inter¬ 
est, looked over the proofs, and said the idea was exciting and inspiring. 

He asked to send a special photographer of LIPS with us on both Seminars 
to get pictures for a special issue of the magazine. He also suggested 
strengthening the right-wing speakers with certain men like Owen Young, 
etc. Barbara will have to handle the applications as they come in, and a 
terrific weight of correspondence. She has been working until very late 
at night, day after day and week after week, catching up on back entries 
in the books and on other tasks after Jess' breakdown, as well as carrying 
all of our manifold work. I hope you will help us to lighten her load as 
much as you can, and will handle all the correspondence you possibly can 
from California. 


Our funds have been running rather dangerously low. We have had to 
expend so far for your salary, books, stenographers, etc., over $1200, and 
have received from you something over $200. Ray also has heavy burdens at 
this season with the education of two children in college, when there is 
no income for months from either Seminar, and I am having to make advances 
for him and for Richard Hogue. We shall all have to go easy on finances 
until we get more income. I trust that soon after the first of January you 
will be able to get subscriptions toward our work as a whole that can apply 
on your budget, as you hoped to raise most of the $4,000 which goes to you.

This summer, I had a number of conferences with influ¬ 
ential persons of the South about an interdenominational 
conference to be held at Blue Ridge the last week of 
Ju ne and the first week of July. My thought was to get 
"the leading University presidents of the South as spon¬ 
sors. Also, representatives from all denominations. 

President Prank Graham of the University of N. C. was 
the first person before whom I laid my idea. He said 
it was the greatest single need of the South and he 
would gladly join my sponsoring committee and help get 
every State University in the South to join. 

My thought, in a word, was to bring together represen¬ 
tatives of every denomination--primarily ministers, 
with a sprinkling of laymen. The group to be hand pick¬ 
ed. I wanted to have the ablest leadership in America 
in the following fields: 

1. The Present Status of Religion in American Life. 

2. The Social Responsibility of Religion in these 
fields: (a) Race (b) Industry (c) International 

Peace. 

3. The Task of the United Church in Building a Com¬ 
munity Life (Thinking of the local community). 

I wanted to have a few of the outstanding Negroes of the 
Country there to make their contribution. We have com¬ 
plete facilities, and have had them a number of times 
on the same basis as other guests.

Miss Camlek, of Association Press, has just been talking 
with me about MUST WE GO TO WAR? You will remember that you asked 
to have 25 copies of it included in each of your shipments. The 
difficulty Association Press faces is this: 

They would, ordinarily, order from a publisher on con¬ 
signment, and the publisher would insist upon their remitting monthly 
for books sold. By doing this they could secure an unlimited supply. 
However, in ordering books to send out with your shipments they would 
not be able to remit monthly, because of the fact that your conferences 
cover such a long period of time that the sales run over sometimes for 
three months or more. And because they would not be able to remit 
monthly, they will not be able to order an unlimited supply from which 
to fill your order for 25 copies with each shipment. 

This sounds a bit involved, but it really isn't, and Miss 
Camlek has offered a solution which, however, requires your help. She 
asks that you write to Farrar & Rinehart and explain the sitimtion, 
asking them if they will be willing to grant Association Press the 
privilege of ordering an unlimited number of copies of MUST WE GO TO 
WAR? on a consignment, and extending them the further privilege of 
remitting once every two or three months for the copies which they 
know have been sold. 

The whole thing boils down to the fact that if Association 
Press has to order enough books to fill your order, and has to pay for 
them at the end of thirty days, it will mean they must advance the money 
and they, of course, do not want to do this. 

Will you let me know what you do about it, and send me a copy 
of any letter you may write to Farrar & Rinehart? 

There were 147 copies on the complimentary list which we sent 
to Farrar & Rinehart. Of these, 12 went to Harold Chance, 20 So. 12th St., 
Philadelphia. I, of course, didn't make up either the list or the labels, 
so I don't know whether you had some special reason for sending him 12 
instead of 1. On the face of it, it looks as if a mistake may have been 
made . Will you let me know about this?

During the past two weeks I have been traveling 
in South Dakota and Iowa and I have two concerns about 
which I wish to speak to you. 


The first concern is about the Student Peace 
Service Intercollegiate Peace Institute which is to be 
held at the University of Iowa on the first or second 
week end of Feburary. This is to be a work conference 
dealing with peace techniques on and off the campus, 
present world situations and peace machinery in the 
world. It will draw a few delegates from teach of the 
Iowa colleges, but will not be a large £group. It is the 
plan to have four or five commissions which will work 
during the institute and at least two addresses, probably 
Friday evening and Sunday morning. The committee from the 
University has asked me to find out if you would be 
available for such a sonference, and if so what financial 
arrangements would be. This conference will draw the key 
student leaders from the state and it is our hope that 
you might be with us, not only for the addresses but for 
informal discussions on Saturday. 


The second concern is about the state of South 
Dakota. You probably know that that state gets left out 
of most of the movements going on in this country. I have 
been there twice, last spring and this fall, and find the 
state very eager for anything which come^its way. YsThile 
meeting with the Huron Peace Council the other day it was 
suggested that if you were in the midwest in the spring, 
possibly April or May, you might be able to spend a few 
days in that state visiting such places as Huron, Mithcell, 
Aberdeen, Yankton, and Sioux Falls. I feel a great responsibil 
ity for that state and would be very happy if arrangements 
could be worked out. 


Would you send me your tentative schedule in the 
Mid west in order that I might know what arrangements I can 
plan on. I will know in a week just the exact dates of the 
Iowa conference and if it possible for you to be here will 
send them to you at once.

Commonnpeople 
wonder why we have folded up when the need was so great 
It is hard to explain the whole tragedy to them. The 
experience ,temporarily, has shaken mja faith, in 
peace people,preackers, prayer and a lot of other things. 

I hope it is only temporary, i never worked harder,or 
prayed more earnestly than at the peace work,only to 
meet opposition from the peace peo pie themselves both 
local and national. To call it a"tragic blunder” is putting 
it mildly. Mo^e wrote today sayingj® You can have the 
solace of knowing you did a grand piece of work and 
that it is not your fault that the work is not being 
continued” j? -

Dear Friend: 

You will recall that on March 26, 1936 we launched out on our adventure to 
aid some of the eight million impoverished sharecroppers of the South, purchasing 
2,158 acres of black, cotton soil in the Mississippi Delta, and founding the first 
of the chain of Cooperative Farms* Today I am writing you of a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity which has just come to us for the purchase of a second farm and therefore 
for the extension of our work* I believe that this extension not only Will mean 
enlargement but that it will make our experiment more significant, stable and 
promising in every respect. But before I present you with the details, let me 
tell you something of the history of the experiment. 

When w r e entered Arkansas in March last year with a group of distinguished 
Southern men to investigate the plight of the evicted tenants, we were arrested 
and threatened with violence for ourselves and with another "Elaine massacre" of 
the Negroes, such as had occurred in the next county. We realized then the sad 
lot of the sharecroppers, often in poverty and illiteracy and at times subject to 
violence and terror, as when they tried to organize their Southern Tenant Farmers' 
Union, We were thus thrown almost violently into identifying ourselves with the fate 
of these sharecroppers. Organizing a producers' and consumers' cooperative under 
a board of trustees who hold the property, with Sam H. Franklin as Director, we res¬ 
cued the first score of families from the lawlessness of Arkansas and founded the 
Delta Cooperative Farm in Mississippi, two hours south of Memphis, When we found 
that we had twenty-eight member families, exactly the same number that launched the 
great Rochdale experiment in England nearly a century ago, we named the place Roch¬ 
dale, and have now our own post office and railway station on the Illinois Central 
Railway which runs through our Farm, The Rochdale cooperators began in England on 
a capital of $140; their capital today is $790,000,000 and they are selling goods 
to half the population of Great Britain* 

We started more than a year and a half ago with a $17,000 farm and a $17,000 
debt. We ended the first year, through the help of friends, with a $30,000 farm, 
paid for and free from debt. Although we have had to go through a drought, a flood 
of the Mississippi, and a sudden fall in the price of cotton, we nevertheless suc¬ 
ceeded economically during the first year of the experiment. The gross sales of 
cotton and lumber of $18,516 yielded a net income to the members of the cooperative 
of $9,587. After paying the trustees who hold the property the first installment 
for amortizing the debt toward the ultimate ownership of the Farm, the members were 
able to distribute in dividends among themselves, $8,909, with $2,746 in certifi¬ 
cates of deferred payment. This yielded the members about twice the income of the 
average Southern sharecropper, considering all the educational and medical services, 
the equities, and the social values of life in our community. The families, which 
now number thirty-five, felled the great cypress trees, sawed the timber with their 
own sawmill, built and painted over thirty buildings and a large community house, 
cleared land, and harvested probably the largest crop ever produced on the Farm, 
by means of large scale collective production, mechanized agriculture, diversified 
farming and industries* 
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This week I visited the Farm, met the cooperative community of over 150, 
and heard reports of more than a dozen committees on the cotton and corn crops, 
the vegetable garden, the canning plant, cattle and dairy, hog and poultry farm, 
saw and shingle mill, as well as the medical clinic, schools, recreation, and the 
cooperative store. The last was doing a thriving business and paying regular div¬ 
idends. Professor John Fain, agronomist, head of the Department of Agriculture in 
the University of Georgia, directs our agricultural policies and is introducing 
scientific farming which is so much needed in the Delta, with a four crop rotation 
system which is already paying. The irrigated garden has produced ten tons of 
fresh vegetables with daily deliveries at the door of each house, and the canning 
plant has helped to provide our winter supply of meats, fruits and vegetables, sell¬ 
ing canned goods with our own label in the cooperative store. We have secured the 
services of the able Negro County Agent, Rev. A. M. Snowden, who is a specialist 
in gardening, canning, and poultry farming, and who is also the Negro pastor for 
the Farm. We have had the temporary services of two doctors, a nurse, and a mater¬ 
nity clinic to which patients from the neighborhood, as well as from the Farm, 
came for medical aid. They have screened the whole place, reduced the incidence 
of malaria to one-third what it was last year, made possible desperately needed 
dental and optical work, and attacked the problem of social diseases. 

With the families divided, about equally between the two races, our racial 
policies seem to have been a success. There has been no major disturbing incident 
and there is a growing sense of good will and cooperation between all the members. 
The increasing friendliness of the Southern people and of some of the leaders of 
the neighborhood, the sympathy and backing of officials, and the deputations of 
students and experts from Washington and Southern colleges have been a great en¬ 
couragement. A score of students and graduates of American colleges paid their 
own board and worked without wages on the Farm during this past summer on various 
projects, building a bridge, completing parts of two buildings, and conducting a 
vacation school of high quality. 

We have tried to keep constantly in mind the four principles on which the 
Farm was founded: (1) efficiency in production and economy in finance through the 
cooperative principle, organized as a producers' and consumers' cooperative! (2) 
participation in the building of a socialized economy of abundance, cooperating 
with the Southern Tenant Farmers' Unionj (3) the principle of interracial justice 
for the education and economic emancipation of the Negroj (4) realistic religion 
as a social dynamic, endeavoring to exemplify the return of religion to its pro¬ 
phetic mission of identification with the dispossessed. 

Mr. Harry L. Hopkins of the Works Progress Administration reports for the 
Government that the owners in the South have to pay 10 to 16 per cent interest for 
their money on shcrt-time credit, while the tenants often pay 37 per cent, We bor¬ 
row money at 2f per cent, furnishing acceptable collateral without mortgaging our 
Farm or crops. 

BUT, the country's prolific cotton crop this year of nearly 17 million bales 
has disastrously reduced the price of cotton. The policy of the Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture for reducing the acreage of cotton and paying subsidies to the farmer, 
while undoubtedly best for the South as a whole, would be a serious blow for our 
Farm. The government policy is based on the production in recent years. As our 
Farm was largely out of cultivation in the years just before we purchased it, we 
would have a very low "cotton base", or allotment, thus reducing our cash crop 
until it would be difficult to carry the overhead required for our higher standard 
of living while paying the taxes and expenses of a 2,000 acre farm. 
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Just at this juncture, when we could see no way of escape, out of a clear 
sky came the providential offer of a second farm near us in Mississippi, so near 
that one overhead, one system of cost accounting, one sawmill, etc., can operate 
both farms, saving materially on the cost of both. 

I have just returned by airplane from inspecting this great farm of nearly 
3,000 acres of rich Delta sandy loam which would supplement our heavy black soil 
at every point. With half a million feet of hardwood timber in its hills, over 
500 acres cleared, and 1,000 acres of level, rich soil,which raises a variety of 
bumper crops without fertilizer, the farm seemed ideal, because its crops would 
produce additional income to offset the loss we would sustain through the curtail¬ 
ment of the cotton acreage on the first farm. Indeed, it was described by the Gov¬ 
ernment Resettlement Administration official as one of the two best buys in the 
South, worth over $60,000. It actually sold for $160,000 in 1919. We have an op¬ 
tion until December 28th, enabling us to secure this farm at a great bargain, for 
$36,000, at $12.50 an acre. Or, allowing for the value of the building^, barn, 
Store, fourteen houses, and lumber immediately available for sale, we can secure 
the land alone for $10 an acre. Cleared land nearby sells for $50 an acre. The 
farm is near the main highway through the state, with good roads through the farm, 
and has abundant springs flowing across the property, providing irrigation for the 
garden and water for the stock. 

It would seem to us indeed like a gift from Heaven if we can secure this land. 
We desperately need friends who will help us - who v/ill send us a Christmas gift, 
either in cash or a subscription payable within six months. One such friend has 
generously offered $1,000 as a gift and a loan of $5,000 without interest for a 
period of years. A bishop offers to lend us another $1,000 free of interest on 
the ample security we can provide. To keep the first farm operating on a paying 
basis, to supplement our cotton with adequate cattle, hogs, etc., to make the cash 
payment required to secure the second farm, and to provide for the furnishing of 
the families necessary to work it will require $30,000 within the next year. Of 
this, $10,000 has already been pledged. Will you help us to secure the remaining 
$20,000 fin cash or a subscription payable in six months) before Christmas? As¬ 
sistance is needed for an increasing number of these eight million sharecroppers 
of the South to enable them to stand on their own feet and work out their own sal¬ 
vation, Such an investment in humanity will aid in providing a revolving fund to 
make possible this chain of Cooperative Farms for the emancipation of these im¬ 
poverished, disease-ridden sharecroppers in the neediest portion of America.

One is that we are planning to have before break¬ 
fast each morning three different types of morning watch ser¬ 
vices running throughout the entire conference. We are going 
to ask Dr. Diller to have an Episcopal form of service and 
Dr. Trueblood to have a Quaker form of service and we would like 
you to lead a third form along any lines you feel would be 
valuable. 

The other pointy is that on Thursday night we are planning 
a panel on "International Areas of Conflict" and we are asking 
Mr. Kidner of the economics department of California, who is 
leading our round table discussion on Economics, to speak on 
this panel on the subject "Why Collective Security has Failed." 
We are asking Dr. George A. Coe, another of our leaders, to 
speak along the line advocating some form of intervention, 
perhaps the type suggested by Reinhold Niebuhr and Stanley Jones 
in recent issues of the "Christian Century." We are asking you 
to present the side of isolation and of avoiding any entangle¬ 
ments of any sort that might involve us in war. There will be 
opportunity at the conference before the night of the panel 
for you and other members of the panel to get together and 
confer about it. 

We are also wonderipg if it would be possible for you to 
get for our book store at the conference on consignment ten 
copies of your latest hook "Must We Have War", ten copies of 
Sherwood Eddy's latest book "Creative Pioneers", and a dozen 
copies each of "Living Creatively" and "Diving Triumphantly." 
They could be sent directly to the book store of the Asilomar 
Conference.

Dear Mr.Newton: 

The Shanghai Croup of the F.O.R. In China at Its laet 
meeting oonsldered the program for peace outlined In your Bulletin 
No.3 entitled, "What Should We Do about the Orient?" We are In 

agreement with most of your farreaohlng policy, but we feel strongly 
that we must disagree with you on the statement, "Whether we like 
It or not, there Is very little the United States can do to stop 
present hostlltlee." We feel not only that the United States oould 
do a great deal to stop the present hostlltles, but that she must 
do something at once, (1) to stop the terrible destruction of life 
and property in China by the ruthless military machine In Japan, and 
(2) to prevent this war beoomlng a great world conflagration. It 
seems heartless, and more or less useless, to be spending time on a 
program for peaoe that will take years to become effective when 
something could really be done to stop the present hostilities In China. 

What specifically could the United States do to stop 
this war? Two things: (1) establish an embargo on war materials, 
credits, and loans to Japan; (2) set up a Commission to work out 
a proposed solution of the Sino-Japanese question. 

(1) Establish an embargo on war materials,oredIts and 
loans to Japan. The United States Is supplying 63# of the oil 
and more than 50% of the Iron and steel at present being bought by 
Japan Japan Is fighting this war largely with materials from 
the United States. An embargo on these materials would greatly 
affect* if not completely stop, Japan In her policy of aggression 
In China. 


An embargo on loans and oredlts would be a further aid. 
Japan's finances are in a oriticlal state. She owes more than 10, 
000,000,000 Yen, and the debt Is continually Increasing. Her 
unfavorable trade balance on June 20,1937, waa the highest since 
1924. This unfavorable balance In aleo Increasing. She le making 
a desperate effort to uphold her credit by shipments of gold to the 
U.S. From March to June of thie year she sent to the u.s. In five 
shipments a total of 270,000,000 Yen In gold. In order to keep 
up her credit she exhausted her own supply of gold and went on the 
market to buy gold. She already owes private firms In the U.S. 
$221,000,000 (US currency). If the U.S. refused her further credits 
and loans It would be exoeedlngly difficult for her to finance the 
war. (All figures above quoated from the statistics Issued by 
the U.3.Department of Commerce). 
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Moreover, this action on the part of the U.S. would affeot 
the attitude of other nations In offering loans and credits* Great 
Britain, It seems. Is already taking steps to prevent Japan frosi , 
getting loans and credits In that country* Franoe Is the only 
other oountry that has sufficient noney for leans and credits. If 
the u*s* and Britain took aotlon, France would probably follow* with¬ 
out war materials and finances Japan oould not continue the war* 

(2) , Set up a Commission, the majority of whom would be experts 
on problems in the Crtent, to work out a proposed solution to the 
Sino-Japanese question* We were dlLaappolnted that the Brussels 
Conference did nothing along this line. If they did. It was not 
made public. Such a proposal would of course tak all the facta Into 
consideration, attempting to be fair to both China and Japan* It 
would be submitted to both countries and might become the basis of 
a permanent solution of the question* Japan at present would probably 
not oonader suoh a proposal, but if the 0.3. ihould put an embargo 
on war materials, credits* and loans, she would very likely noon 
have to. 

Who Is to put these two suggestions Into effect? The U.S. 
government* The peace groups should Immediately start propaganda 
for the proposals. Conorate and definite proposals of this kind 
would probably make a strong appeal to Amer’can public opinion, 
whloh at present has no outlet for Its outraged sense of moral 
Juetloe. The government would have to do what the people demanded* 

But you say. Why not apply the Neutrality Act? Beoause that 
Act as it stands at present allows Japan to get war materials aid 
carry them away In her own ships. It would, therefore, discriminate 
mgatnst China In favor of Japan* This would obviouily be unfair to 
China, and would aid Japan In her policy of aggression* (If the 
reoently proposed amendments to the Aet were adopted, they would 
make the Aet quite a different thing). 

You probably also are saying that an embargo on war materials, 
eredlts, and loans would lead to a war between the U.S* and Japan* 

But would it? The U*s* certainly would not attaok Japan, for she 
does not want war. That is ths last thing Japan want* She has all 
she can do with China, not to mention the threat of Russia* Ths 
fear of Japan's attacking the U.s. is only a ghost which Is being 
used by some to proteot their own Interests,and by others to support 
an Isolationist policy for the U.S* 

There Is a great moral Issue in this war of aggression in 
China whloh the peaoe organizations do not seem to see, or If they 
ee« f are apparently unwilling to do anything about. There la a tre¬ 
mendously henvy responsibility resting upon the people of the U.S* 
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to do what they cnn to atop this war. Will they sit by and ««« 
a gr«at nation practically destroyed by a povier-rui mix It 
and do nothing about It? *hat Is noodod In this state 
national oh*oa Is Tor the people of the U.S. to let U be known 
by concrete action that they do not propose to support Japan In 
her war of aggression, or In the breaking of treaties. ; 4ere talk 
Is worth nothing, but action In the fora of an embargo on w^r 
materials, credit a. and loans, will be effective.

I am enclosing a copy of a letter which the 
American section of the F.O.R. group in Shanghai'te s 
written to Mr.Newton of the Emergency Peace Campaign. 

I am sending this letter to you with the hope that you 
might be interested in doing something about the pro¬ 
posals which this group are making to the Peace Organ¬ 
izations in the United States. 

I may say in addition to what has been said 
in the enclosed letter, that some of us in China feel 
that the policy of the Peace groups in the United 
States has been altogether too much that of saving 
their own skins,- that is to say, the whole point of 
their policy seemsto be that of trying to keep the 
United States out of trouble. I cannot see that stand¬ 
ing for peace means that one should be unwilling to take 
a stand on a great moral question, even though it may 
mean being involved v^ith other groups. I cannot be¬ 
lieve, either, that taking such a stand would bring the 
U. S. into war with Japan. The only hope that we here 
can see for permanent peace in the Orient is for steps 
to be taken that will break the power of the military 
group in Japan. Moreover, it seems to us that the 
only hope for breaking the power of this group is through 
economic pressure from outside. 

We have the most pleasant memories of your visits 
to Shanghai, and we hope that you may find it possible 
to come back to China some time.

Must Wo Oo To War ? Must American Woman Sand Their Men to Fight In 

E-Jrope or Asia ? by Kirby Page. Farrar and Rinehart, $1.00. 

This book la much better than Its title,and very much better 
than Its sentlmenal sub-title. Prom these catchword labels, I confess / 
quite frankly to having expected an apologia for Isolation, an attempted 
rationale for the neutrality policy of the Emergency Peace Campaign, of 
which Kirby Page Is one of the two able directors. As a fellow-worker 
In the peace movement, but (me whose judgment has moved In a quite 
divergent direction, 1 expected to dislike fcfca this book as .one more 
belated plea for a peace-policy unfit for our tragic times. 

Instead 1 found an Invaluable compendium of contemporary data 
for all branches of the peace movement, a mass of quotations, charts 
and statistics from the best published and periodical literature. 
Illuminating every side of this tormenting and titanic theme. The authors 
prodigious literary diet, while depriving the volume of unity, has 
provided the reader with an amazingly wide background of material, ran4 
going from Buell to Bore hard, and from Trotsky to the U.S.Senate. 

Because It Is such a useful handbook on current controversies, it Is 
to be regretted that the topical Index is so brief and Inadequate. 

Kirby Page himself hoiqsa quite secondary place In the book, 
Kxagsdc other than aa Its compiler. What there Is of his own opinion 
falls Into two types of material: evangelistic and analytical. It would 
4o violence to Mr. Page*a irrepressible nature for him to stop preaching. 
In this books his homily la on the urgency of keying America out of 
war, and his text Is the present Neutrality Law. He la fair In pointing 
out the economic havoc that might be Involved In Its rigid application, 
but his case Is Vitiated by the persistent Illusion that foreign policy 
can be predetermined by legislation. 

The analysis of war’a ruthless nature and Immoral method has

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rarely been better compressed, but In xxxylxfcx analyzing Its causes, 

Mr. S Page has fallen Into the logical trap few peace advocates have 
learned to avoid : if war's roots are so deep and wide that "the

commonwealth is essential to the abolition of war", then by what 
stretch of imaginative optimism does he hope that war can soon be ended, 
or that America, surely a prime example of "competitive capitalism , 
can hope to keep out of it^If his analysis is accurate, then his homily 
is hollow. We may work for long-run changes, but in the short-run we 
are doomed i He evadCa the rigor of his own logic by assuming that 
social transformstion in America may come by peaceful methods because 
our circumstances differ so widely from lands like Russia, Germany, 

Italy, where blood ha9 been so prodigally shed. 

Of the present conflict in China and Japan no tiling la said, and 
one fears that readers of "World Christianity" will search in vain 
for advice to give stricken colleagues there. In falling to distinguish 
between the absolute demands of Christian ethics and the tragic 
compromises of moral awtuality, Mr. Page conceals the tautology common 
amon(x pacifists, exposed by a caustic British contributor at Oxford: 

"The success of pacifism presupposes the solution of the tragic nature 
of the war situation. It cannot therefore be a cure for it".
